H. Loveland, of Topeka, Kan., a prison 
expert, who arrived here today after 
an inspection of the Missouri peniten- 
tiary at Jefferson City, pronounced 
that institution the most barbaric in 
the country with the possible excep- 
tion of those of Nebraska and Georgia. 
Dr. Loveland said yesterday while go- 
ing through the prison he saw not less 
than twenty men hung up by their 
wrists, the blood streaming from their 
arms, and their toes barely touching 
the floor. 

Jefferson City, Mo. August 19.— 
Warden Henry Andrae tonight denied 
the prisoners were harshly treated in 
the sissouri penitentiary. 

“The charges of Dr. Loveland are 
false,” said Warden Ondrae. “We 
sometimes put the hand-uffson a pris- 
er’s wristsand puthis arms above his 
head, but always his feet are flat on 
the floor. Tne punisnment is not se- 
vere.”

Secretary Wilson escaped personal 
arraignment at the hands of the ma- 
jority in the findings on the Everglades 
charges. The department's policy to- 
ward the Everglades was character- 
ized as vVascillating, “most unfortu- 
nate,’ and having subjected the de- 
partment to much suspicion and critl- 
cism. The minoritw report signed by 
Representative Sloan, of Nebraska, who 
said his views were approved by 
Representatives Higgins and Madden, 
held that Secretary Wilson had acted 
within his legal discretion. 

Hays was condemned by the majority 
for his relations with Wright in the 
North Carolina project, while the mi- 
nority held his interest was not one 
for profit, but only his well-known In- 
terest in development in rural commu- 
nity life.
